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26 school children vanish 
from abandoned school bus 


CHOWCHILLA (UPI) - A busload of 
26 school children and their driver 
vanished, and some parents said today 
they feared a mass kidnaping by 
radicals. 
The children, ranging in age from 5 to 
16, disappeared with their driver Thurs­ 
day afternoon, more than three hours 
before the abandoned school bus was 
found hidden in a nearly dry drainage 
ditch. 
The missing had been attending a sum­ 
mer school program and were on their 
way home from a swimming outing when 
they dropped out of sight in an area of 
rich farmland 40 miles northwest of 
Fresno in central California. 
Authorities put out an alert for three 


vans, which might be traveling together. 
Although police and the FBI were 
reluctant to label the disappearance an 
outright kidnaping, fears for the safety 
of the children increased as the hours 
ticked by, and some parents blamed ex­ 
tremists. 
“I believe it was political activists or 
terrorists," said Bill Parker, whose 8- 
year-old daughter, Barbara, is among 
the missing. 
Another mother, who declined to be 
identified, said she believed the children 
were taken by extremists. 
"I think it’s a radical group," she said. 
"I think they’ll ask for a whole lot of 
money and a whole lot of publicity, and I 
hope they hurry up and ask." 


In Sacramento Lt. Gov. Mervyn 
Dymally, who was acting for Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., ordered the highway 
patrol to throw "all necessary" man­ 
power and equipment into the search. He 
conferred by telephone with Brown, who 
was in New York for the Democratic 
national convention. 
As a result of the police call to be on 
the alert for vans, nearly every such 
vehicle on main roads in the area was be­ 
ing stopped by the highway patrol. 
There was no blood or sign of struggle 
on the abandoned bus, and the bus driver 
was considered thoroughly reliable and 
not a suspect.

The south has risen again. Johnny Reb 
and Billy Yank are fighting fiercely in 
California.

Rick Rea of Company A, Eighth 
Alabama Infantry who died honorably 
last month in an artillery barrage. 
After the smoke cleared, Rea — along 
with the survivors, wounded and other 
dead — policed the battlefield for litter, 
loaded the cannons and made the final 
formation of the day. Then he got into his 
car and drove back to Lompoc. 
Rea is a member of the Civil War As­ 
sociation of America, a 
500-member 
organization "dedicated to the re­ 
enactment of Civil War battles 
throughout Southern California.” 
When he is not serving in the 
Confederate army, he serves as an ad­ 
ministrative assistant for the City of 
Lompoc 
One Sunday a month during the sum­ 
mer, some 18 CWAA Northern and 
Southern infantry, artillery and calvary 
units meet in combat at Fort Tejon State 
Park on Interstate 5 near Gorman. At 
other times, they are invited to pitch bat­ 
tle at Ventura during Matthew Brady 
Days or in Wilmington during Wisteria 
Days. 
"It’s a show for the public," explained 
Rea.

said Rea. "We re all 
preserve history, 
Civil War fans." 
Uusally two battles a day are fought, 
one in the morning and one in the after­ 
noon. The outcome of each is decided by 
the officers in charge before a shot is 
fired. 
To be fair and so no real fighting hap­ 
pens, the Confderate and Union Armys 
each win an engagement. 
Womenfolk of the brave soldiers serve 
as nurses and camp followers and must 
dress in Civil War period costumes. 
When the men enter the battlefield, they 
must wear authenic uniforms or civilian 
clothing of the period. Only wools, flan­ 
nel, kersey and some cruder types erf cot­ 
tons are permitted. 
Rea’s uniform consists of long Johns, 
wool socks, worn out high top shoes, 
grey wool pants, suspenders, wool but­ 
ternut blouse and slough hat. He carries 
a bedroll, forage sack, wood canteen, 
cartridge pouch and cap box. 
To stop Billy Yank, he uses a reproduc­ 
tion of a .58 caliber model 1841 musket 
commonly called a Mississippi rifle. 
Battles last about 45 minutes to an 
hour, during which there is plenty of 
shooting and shouting, some hand-to- 
hand combat and enough acts of dying 
that CWAA members like Rea perform 
in dramatic style. 
"The Civil War has been over for 100 
years I’m not trying to raise the South 
again. I enjoy black powder shooting and 
there is a little bit of ham in everyone," 
remarked Rea. 
The sergeants tell their men in ad­ 
vance if, when and how they are going to 
die. During a heated battle, a soldier 
might jump up and scream, "I can’t take 
it any longer" and run off the field. As he 
does, an officer will shoot the deserter in 
the back. 
The audience loves it. 
Reproduction and scale model Civil 
War cannons add a tremendous amount 
of smoke and noise to the fighting. 
"We are big kids playing war. We 
know It," admitted the 27-year-old 
The 12 members of Company A of the 
Eighth Alabama Infantry meet once a 
month in Santa Barbara. They will view 
slides of a Civil War battlefield in 
Georgia, talk about a new book out on the 
war or discuss the next upcoming com­ 
bat. 
According to Rea, there are organiza­ 
tions like CWAA all over the U S. and 
some are lucky enough to be close 
enough to do their re-enacting on actual 
battlefields. Since there were no Civil 
War battles fought in California, the 
CWAA can only stage "what a battle was 
like," noted Rea. 
He has been interested in the Civil War 
since the third grade He has some 80 
books on the subject and a powder horn 
used by his Southern ancestor in the war. 
When I was a kid, I played Civil War 
instead of World War II or cops and rob­ 
bers if I could con my friends into it," 
said Rea 
Just a seven-month enlisted man, he 
doesn’t have to worry about conning his 
new playmates. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Jimmy Carter, 
running on a pledge to "give the govern­ 
ment of this country back to the people of 
this country," huddled with running 
mate Walter Mondale today on strategy 
for wresting the White House from the 
Republicans. 
Carter, addressing a $100-a-plate 
breakfast of the Democratic National 
Committee following his acceptance of 
the nomination Thursday, was so filled 
with confidence he said he might defeat 
President Ford or Ronald Reagan in 
their respective home states. 
But Carter acknowledged that situa­ 
tion could change after the Republicans 
choose between those two at tfleir 
national convention in Kansas City next 
month. 
Mondale got his own part of the cam­ 
paign started by conferring with top 
labor leaders, who had heavily favored 
him for the second spot on the 
Democratic ticket. 
In his acceptance speech to the final 
session of the Democratic National 
Convention Thursday night, Mondale 


served notice on the GOP— which is hav­ 
ing its own unity problems this year— 
that they will not be running against a 
divided party this year. 
That assessment was backed up by the 
mood of the four-day Democratic con­ 
clave, which developed into a festival of 
love and desire to take the reins of 
government again after eight years of 
Republican administration. 
The Carter-Moodale team drew some 
return fire from Sen. Paul Laxalt, R- 
Nev., Reagan’s national campaign 
manger, who said in Washington: 
"With this choice of Senator Mondale, 
Governor Carter confirms what many 
have believed about his campaign and 
that is, he conducted a very clever 
smoke screen campaign in an attempt to 
capture the growing constituency of 
those Americans who want better 
government by having less in 
Washington." 
Carter told the national committee to­ 
day he is running well ahead of both Ford 
and Reagan just now, although he feels 
that margin will narrow after the 


Republican convention starting Aug. 16. 
"I even have a good chance to win in 
California against Reagan and in 
Michigan against Ford—that’s now—I 
know what there is about a changing poll. 
I remember where I stood about the time 
of the New Hampshirre primary and this 
could change." 
Carter harked back to the start of his 
phenomenal 19-month run at the nomina­ 
tion in his acceptance speech Thursday, 
using the words with which be started: 
"My name is Jimmy Carter, and I’m 
running for President." 
In his speech to the national commit­ 
tee, Carter praised national chairman 
Robert Strauss as the best unifier in that 
job he has ever seen, and said "there was 
never any doubt" be would ask the Texan 
to stay on. 
Carter promised to "run flat out" for 
the presidency and said: "1 don’t intend 
to lose a Mate." 
He also urged members of the com­ 
mittee to solicit 100 fellow Democrats 
each to help the party’s congressional 
and gubernatorial candidates this year.

New Lebanon evacuation 
planned by United States 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford’s Southern strategists, are saying 
that Jimmy Carter’s selection of Walter 
F. Mondale as a running mate has given 
Ford’s campaign a lift in Dixie. 
An exuberant Harry Dent, Ford’s 
Southern regional campaign director, 
told reporters, "I’m more optimistic 
than ever before. There’s more anti- 
Carter sentiment with his selection of 
Mondale," the Minnesota senator who is 
generally viewed as a liberal on most is­ 
sues. 
\ 
"Mondale is going to help us in the 
South," said Dent. "It proves that Carter 
is a liberal. Carter is going to betray the 
conservative ripple in the Democratic 
party. That has encouraged me." 
Dent made the remarks at a White 
House Mack tie dinner honoring West 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 
The guest list boosted some GOP leaders 
and uncommitted delegates. 
The President was not saying much 
himself. Asked for his assessment of the 
Democratic ticket, he said, "I’ll have to 
think about it." 
But Dent, a key figure in Richard Nix­ 
on’s 1988 southern strategy, saw the 
Republicans as "heading for victory" 
against the Cartcr-Mondale ticket. 
Ford has the "best chance" to win 
Mississippi's 30 uncommitted 
delegates," said Dent, adding, "We even 
now feel that Mississippi can put him 
over the top." 
Dent said Ford will hit the magic 1,130- 
delegate mark to clinch the nomination 
in tne next couple of weeks," and said 
he expected the uncommitted delegates 
in several southern states to also line up 
behind Ford 
Charles Pickering, an uncommitted 
delegate from Laurel, Miss., who will be 
state chairman after the GOP conven­ 
tion in Laurel next month, was unwilling 
to go as far as Dent "We were in­ 
structed to go uncommitted and go as a 
unit," he said. 
Pickering said the contest for the 
presidential nomination between Ford 
and Reagan was "close." 
Gil Carmichael of Meridian, was 
another Mississippi Republican Ford 
was seeking to win over. And there were 
indications that Ford may attend a Hines 
County, Miss GOP barbecue Saturday, 
July 24 to push his candidacy. 
William M Taylor of Jacksonville, 
state chairman of the Florida 
Republican Committee, was gleeful over 
the selection of Mondale, saying, "We’ve 
had our first break ” 
Taylor told reporters that Carter was 
going to have a "credibility problem” 
with the conservatives in his party. 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - The 
United States said today it was organis­ 
ing a new evacuation from Lebanon 
Tuesday and strongly urged the 1,500 
Americans remaining in the country to 
leave because most embassy services 
will be shut. 
"The embassy will no longer have the 
capability effectively to provide protec­ 
tion or services for the American cornrn- 
munity after that date," a U.S. 
spokesman said. 
"Therefore, all Americans are urged 
now in the strongest terms to leave." 
The spokesman said the embassy’s 
current staff of 35 — already whittled 
from a peacetime figure of about 250 — 
would be "drastically reduced." 
All foreigners were invited to par­ 
ticipate in Tuesday’s evacuation and the 
British embassy "strongly advised” its 
nationals to take "the last foreseeable 
chance of leaving." 
The spokesman said the means of tran­ 
sportation for the seventh evacuation of 
foreigners from Lebanon in less than two 
months "were still under study." 
(In Washington, a State Department 
spokesman said the United States was 
"forced to take this step by the increas­ 
ing difficulties of operating In Beirut 
which require the reduction of the em­ 
bassy staff to a bare minimum." 
(The spokesman said the embassy was 
arranging departure from western 
Beirut on Tuesday and details of the as­ 
sembly for evacuation would be broad- 


') 
cast "as soon as possible 
Five Britisb-sponsored evacuations 
have gone by land convoy to Syria. The 
Americans evacuated about 250 
foreigners by sea on June 20. 
Embassy sources said the rapidly 
deteriorating living conditions in Beirut, 
without water or electricity for a month, 
were a factor in the decision. ‘ 
But the announcement caused con­ 
siderable concern among Lebanese who 
noted it came one day after Arab efforts 
to reconcile Syria and the Palestinian 
guerrilla movement ran into trouble. 
Leftist and Palestinian leaders met 
Thursday night and decided not to send 
guerrilla leader Yasser Arafat to 
Damascus for talks with Syrian Presi­ 
dent Hafez Assad until Syrian troops 
withdraw from Sofar near Beirut and the 
southern port of Tripoli. 
The Palestinians agreed to send a 
lower ranking delegation to Syria, but 
there was no immediate word on 
whether Assad would, meet the delega­ 
tes. 
It is commonly believed here that the 
United States generally knows of events 
before they become publicly 
known and some Lebanese feared the 
evacuation portended a new military 
push by Syria. 
The Palestine Liberation Or­ 
ganization charged late Thursday Syria 
sent new troops into Lebanon to bolster 
15,800 Syrian soldiers already solidifying 
their hold on two-thirds of the country. 


Madera to be on the lookout for the three 
vans, one reported to be white and gold. 
There was no explanation of why the 
vans were being sought, but authorities 
considered the possibility the children 
were abducted. The search for the vans 
was in the area south of Chowchilla near 
a main highway between Los Angeles 
and Sacramento. 
At the scene investigators found swim­ 
ming suits and towels in the abandoned 
bus. Dust patterns on the bus seats led 
authorities to believe the vehicle was 
empty at the time it was abandoned. 
In brush about 75 yards from the bus, 
searchers found cotton swabs and gauze 
in a plastic bottle. It appeared someone 
had been sitting near where the bottle 
was found, Deputy Sheriff James 
Christopher said. 
The bus was discovered by Marchers 
Thursday evening in an area known as 
Berenda slough, a dry creeekbed that 
parallels a little-used country road. The 
bus had been driven through an opening 
and secreted behind a high stand of bam­ 
boo in the ditch which is about 100 yards 
wide. 
Tracks from perhaps two vehicles 
besides the bus were found at the scene, 
but a heavy rain during the night 
hampered the investigation. Authorities 
said the area often is used by hunters, 
which might explain the tire tracks. 
Parents and relatives joined police in 
searching the area after many of them 
spent a nightlong vigil at the sheriffs of­ 
fice. 
One of the anxious relatives was 
George 
Metzer 
whose 
three 
grandchildren were on the bus. He said 
he was too shaken to talk about the inci­ 
dent. 
Sheriffs deputies were checking out 
reports that residents had seen vans in 
the area where the children disappeared. 
For a time the search centered on a 
white van, but it was discovered to 
belong to a federally funded dental pro­ 
gram. 
After the rain during the night skies 
cleared today and temperatures soared 
toward the 90’s under a bright sun. 
Although the evidence pointed to the 
likelihood of a kidnaping, authorities 
were baffled because there had been no 
ransom notes or phone calls. 
The FBI sent six agents to the scene 
from its Sacramento office, but Paul C. 
Young, special agent in charge, said 
there was no legal basis to declare the 
disappearance a kidnaping and that the 
agents were only offering assistance and 
were not officially assigned to the case. 
A special highway patrol surveillance 
plane joined the search at dawn. 
FBI actively' 
enters bus case 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - FBI Director 
Clarence M. Kelley today announced the 
FBI has "actively" entered the investi­ 
gation of an apparent abduction of 26 
school children and their driver to deter­ 
mine if there has been a federal kidnap­ 
ing violation. 
Kelley said he has 
ordered Assistant FBI Director Robert 
E. Gebhardt of the Los Angeles FBI of­ 
fice to "immediately proceed to 
Chowchilla to take personal charge of 
the investigation.” 
President Ford, described as "quite 
concerned," ordered the FBI today to 
give him a prompt report on efforts to 
locate the children. 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen told reporters that Ford told the FBI 
to submit a written report this afternoon 
and that the President "is quite con­ 
cerned for the safety of the children ” 
Nessen said Ford got his first informa­ 
tion about the missing youngsters from 
news reports this morning and that he 
ordered the report from the FBI because 
“he wanted the moat up-to-date informa­ 
tion and to see that the federal govern­ 
ment was doing all it could and should" 
to help in the search 
Agency asked to protest billing

The County Water Agency has been 
asked to protest a State Department of 
Water Resources proposal to bill Santa 
Barbara and San Lids Obispo counties 
for a study to update cost figures of the 
coastal aqueduct. 
The aqueduct is planned to carry state 
project water through Saa Luis Obispo 
County to Santa Barbara County if and 
when the two counties give the state the 
go ahead for construction. 
Charles H. Lawrence, englneer- 
manager of the water agency, says the 
state study would cost an estimated 
136,000, with the bulk of the amount 
billed to Santa Barbara County. "For 
over 11 years," Lawrence said in a letter 
to the agency, "it has been customary 
for DWR to revise its annual cost es­ 
timate of the coastal branch, phase 2 by 
simple application of an appropriate 
ratio of construction cost indices, there­ 
by precluding the need for significant 
DWR staff effort on this matter Such an 
arrangement yields approximate 


results, yet it has been acceptable mutual­ 
ly to Santa Barbara and San Luis Obispo 
counties and to DWR. It permits 
avoidance of significant charges to the 
two counties during the interim period 
prior to presumed future authorization of 
DWR’s detailed design for the coastal 
branch." 
Lawrence said staff members of the 
San Luis Obispo County Flood Control 
and Water Conservation District "con­ 
cur with the above discussions and con­ 
siderations." 
Lawrence said he had heard that DWR 
director Ronald B. Robie had ordered 
the state to begin a three-month study on 
the project cqits 
In a letter addressed to Robie and 
prepared for the signature of Harrell 
Fletcher, chairman of the County Water 
Agency, it was noted: "While Santa Bar­ 
bara County Water Agency agrees with 
the need for development of reasonably 
accurate cost figures of the coastal 
branch, phase 2, it believes that its own 
staff figures are currently sufficient for 
its own purposes for fiscal year 1976 77. 


These were developed earlier this year 
on a reconnaissance level basis in con­ 
nection with the Water Agency’s 
program of action for water resources 
planning. As you know, this program of 
action is intended to lead to an 
enlightened and logical decision by Santa 
Barbara County as to its future water 
resources development program and in 
particular, the future fate of its state 
project water supply contract." 
The letter then noted that the county’s 
course of action was designed to "...lead 
to a public election," on questions sur­ 
rounding delivery and if or when 
Then the letter, which presumably 
already has Fletcher’s approval, con­ 
cluded: "...the water agency believes 
that any significant additional capital ex­ 
penses by DWR at this time chargeable 
to the coastal branch, phase 2, would be 
premature and unwarranted ... 
Therefore if DWR proceeds with the 
reported cost estimates updating, Santa 
Barbara County will protest such 
charges " 


Salary 
decisions 
aid taxes

Although a three per cent 
salary boost for the more than 
3.000 county employes totals 
more than <1.2 m illio n in 
salaries and benefits for a year, 
the newly-adopted 1970-77 
county budget shows a net in­ 
crease of only $187,533 in the 
employes’ salaries and benefits 
account 
County 
Attditor-ControUer 
W illiam Parsons said the slight 
net increase in the account — 
which now totals over $41.5- 
m illion — is accounted for by a 
reduction of 83 funded county 
positions 
The three departments most 
heavily involved in the slash of 
funded p o sitio n s are the 
Welfare Department, Health 
Care Services and Santa Bar­ 
bara General Hospital, it was 
stated. 
The reduction in positions 
achieved by the Board of Super­ 
visors at June budget hearings 
is one of the factors in the hopes 
being entertained that the 
current $3 31 tax rate can be cut 
somewhere between 20 and 30 
cents 
Without the reduction of the 
83 funded positions, the three 
per cent salary boost given 
comity employes coukl have ad­ 
ded possibly IS cents to the tax 
rate if the rate was stabilized 
otherwise. 
In h o ld in g the lin e by 
adopting the $87,411,506 budget 
cove rin g county general 
governm ent — e xclu d in g 
special district budgets — the 
county supervisors heeded 
pleas by taxpayer organizations 
and individual homeowners to 
slash where possible to bring 
about a tax cut that could help 
to meet the increased property 
assessments doled out this year 
by the assessor s office. 
Auditor-Controller Parsons 
has pointed out the state- 
certified consumer price index 
showed a six per cent gain. 
Last year m ost county 
employes received a five per 
cent pay boost, which was 
lower than that granted 
by 
many o tte r counties in the 
region. This >ear’s three per 
cent boost again falls in the 
same lower category of comity 
pay increases elsewhere in the 
Southern California area. 
At least, those m ilitant tax­ 
payers can’t be blaming higher 
county salaries this year for

Redfaced county officials 
conceded today that their new 
822,000 telemetry system for 
monitoring rainfall in key loca­ 
tions to not equipped to handle 
the impact of the thunder and 
lightning that swept central 
coast skies last night.

The rain last Sunday in Lom­ 
poc was only the fourth time in 
60 years that rain has fallen in 
July. Stubchaer said it has 
rained in the Julys of 19 years in 
the Santa Barbnra area.

Mondale

HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan turned on his 
Hollywood charm in private 
meetings with small groups of 
uncommitted delegates in New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania for 
two days and then delivered a 
strong political punch. 
But he apparently failed to 
coax any uncommitted dele­ 
gates into his camp. 
With a month left before the 
Republican National Conven­ 
tion, and Reagan trailing Presi­ 
dent Ford in the UPI delegate 
count 1,061 to 1,042 with 101 un­ 
com mitted, Reagan was 
scheduled to fly west today to 
meet with and accept the sup­ 
port of the Utah delegation be­ 
ing chosen Saturday. 
One of the last two states to 
choose delegates, Utah is ex­ 
pected to give Reagan at least 
19 and possibly all its 20 
delegates. Connecticut also 
selects delegates Saturday. 
He left New Jersey and Penn­ 
sylvania the same way he 
arrived, according to the UPI 
count — no firm delegates out 
of 67 in New Jersey and only 
five of Pennsylvania’s 103. 
Before flying to Salt Lake City, 
Reagan planned a one-hour 
sightseeing stop at the Get­ 
tysburg National Battlefield. 
After closed meetings in 
motel rooms in Newark, N.J., 
and Harrisburg Wednesday and 
Thursday and no public an­ 
nouncements of new support, 
Reagan Thursday night publicly 
attacked the Jimmy Carter- 
Walter Mondale Democratic 
ticket. 
Answering questions at a 
reception for many of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s 103 delegates, their 
spouses and alternates. Reagan 
said he would do better than 
Ford against Carter. 
Referring to the Democratic 
convention, he said, "All they 
talked about were the Nixon- 
Agnew-Ford years as they put 
it. Well, I wasn’t there. If I’m 
the nominee they’ve got to 
change the game plan. I was out 
in California."

State Lands Commission this

release, said its staff’s invest! 
gation in 1972 showed that some 
improvements had been made 
but they did not constitute "full 
or substantial" compliance 
with the plan 
The county indicated its non- 
compliance resulted from the 
defeat of bond issues to finance 
the proposed improvements, 
the commisaion said. 
Legislation authored by As­ 
semblyman Barry Keene, D- 
Eureka, to amend the terms of 
the grant to bring the county 
into compliance was recently 
withdrawn at the request of the 
county Board of Supervisors A 
county spokesman indicated the 
measure would be unacceptable 
because the supervisors pre­ 
ferred less state control over 
the granted tidelands, the com- 
mission said. 
"With this option gone, the 
state Lands Commission is 
again confronted with the fact 
that the county has not met the 
statutory terms of the grint."

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UI) - 
Palestinian guerrillas, battered 
by Syrian forces on several 
fronts, are sending a delegation 
to Damascus but doubt Syria in­ 
tends to ease a rift that has up­ 
staged Lebanon’s Moslem- 
Christian war. 
The Palestine Liberation Or­ 
ganization late Thursday 
charged Syria sent an undis­ 
closed number of new troops 
into Lebanon to bolster 13,000 
tank-backed Syrians already 
solidifying their hold on two- 
thirds of the nation. 
Leftist and guerrilla leaders 
met Thursday and decided to 
send a PLO delegation to 
Damascus soon, for reconcilia­ 
tion talks with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad. 
But PLO chief Yasser Arafat 
will not be going, PLO sources 
said, reflecting his suspicion of 


Syria’s intent to stop interven­ 
ing on the tide of Lebanese 
Christians 
“If there is a reconciliation, 
it will be superficial, a ballet 
dance with knives," said one 
high-ranking Palestinian sour­ 
ce. 
The PLO insists on a total 
withdrawal of Syrian troops 
from Lebanon. 
Under Arab, and what leftist 
and East European diplomatic 
sources termed Soviet "verbal 
pressure," 4,000 Syrian soldiers 
withdrew from the leftist-held 
southern port of Sidon Wednes­ 
day 
Libyan Premier Abdel Salam 
Jalloud brought Arafat a Syrian 
offer for similar withdrawals 
from Tripoli. 96 miles north of 
Beirut, and Sofar, 19 miles 
northeast of the capital. But 


newsmen returning from Sofar 
late Thursday said there was no 
sign of a Syrian pullback. 
Western reporters, who 
toured Bailek in eastern 
Lebanon, said Syrian army un­ 
its controlled the former leftist 
stronghold, its famed Roman 
ruins and an adjacent Palesti­ 
nian camp after three days of 
clashes with guerrilla forces. 
In the north, rightist radio 
broadcasts said Christian mi­ 
litiamen battled leftist forces in 
the rugged mountain terrain 
between Tripoli and Zghorta.

said Syrian forces shelled a 
Palestinian refugee camp on 
Tripoli’s northern outskirts. 
In Beirut, rocket and ma­ 
chine-gun duels continued be­ 
tween C h r i s t i a n s and 
Palestinians defending their 
besieged enclave of Tal Zaatar.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The University of California 
Board of Regents was expected 
to approve today fee increases 
for students, salary raises for 
professors and a new conflict- 
of-interest policy. 
The board’s finance commit­ 
tee proposed the wide-ranging 
slate of changes at a meeting 
Thursday 
The fee increase involves a 
hike of $16 per quarter for the 
current $100 registration fee, 
which pays for instruction- 
related activities, on all nine 
campuses. Individual campuses 
may face further registration 
increases in years ahead if ac­ 
tivity costs rise, the committee 
said. 
The salary increases would 
give instructors, assistant pro­ 
fessors, associate professors 
and the first two ranks of full 
professors a raise of $600 a 
year, retroactive to July 1.

NAIROBI, Kenya — A 98- 
year-old Canadian detained and 
interrogated in Uganda says 
blacks and whites in that 
African nation are being tor­ 
tured and live "in panic’’ since 
Israel's July 3 commando raid. 
Patrick S. Morris, who flew 
to Nairobi Thursday with a 
group of British refugees, said 
he saw "dots of blood that had 
stuck like paint" in the room 
where he was punched by police 
and heard other prisoners 
"screaming in agony " 
He added that a Briton, with 
whom he had an appointment 
last Thursday, disappeared the 
previous night and hit wife is 
"still waiting for him to 
return." 
Ugandan President Idi Amin 
expelled two British diplomats 
a fte r 
warning 
that 
"people who have big mouths 
talking on behalf of the Israelis, 
such as the British, will pay 
very heavily." 
According to Morris, the 
streets of Uganda’s capital of 
Kampala "have more armed 
soldiers than civilians’’ since 
the lightning Israeli rescue of 
more than 100 hijack hostages 
at Entebbe Airport nearly two 
weeks ago. 
"The people are living in pan­ 
ic," said Morris, who spent 
three months in Uganda with a 
farming concern. 
Morris said he was ap­ 
prehended in the street Monday 
by three policemen who asked 
if he knew of anyone involved in 
the Israeli raid or trying to 
leave Uganda 
"I was led down two flights of 
stairs into the basement" of a 
building opposite a police sta­ 
tion, he said. Along foe way, "1 
beard people screaming in 
agony 
"They were crying out. It was 
horrible. They were yelling for 
help, begging their captors to 
stop," he said. 
On the floor I saw clots of 
blood that had stuck like paint. I 
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was made to tit in a chair. They 
tied toy am» and legs to the 
chair and (four men) started 
their interrogation. On the 
walls were electric shock 
devices." 
After he told his in­ 
terrogators he was Canadian 
and had nothing to do either 
with the Israeli raid or politics 
in general, "they gave me a 
couple of punches and after two 
hours they led me out of the 
place," 


The Britons with Morris 
refused to talk, saying they 
feared for the.safety of 
relatives still in Uganda. 
But a group of 219 Kenyans, 
who arrived home Thursday by 
train, spoke of atrocities. 
The group — some of whom 
waited at Kampala railway sta­ 
tion a week after Amin accused 
Kenya of coUutiou with Israel 
in the raid — said Kenyans had 
been shot, tortured and raped 
and their property looted. 


Judge may rush back from sick 


leave to sentence reporter Farr

Older and Farr are the 
central figures in a five-year 
legal struggle over the conflict­ 
ing rights of reporters and 
judges that began during the 
trial of Charles Manson and his 
"family" for the Sharon Tate 
murders. 
A hearing July 9$, at which 
Farr is expected to he 
sentenced, was assigned to 
another judge because Older 


has been absent from the bench 
following surgery 
Older was returned to the 
case Thursday after he contact­ 
ed the presiding judge and said 
he would be able to preside over 
the hearing himself 
Farr said ha was "a little 
startled" to hear of Older'» 
return. 
"He is still recuperating from 
heart surgery and it seems ex­ 
traordinary to me that he 
detires to rush back just to han­ 
dle a five day sentencing. 
"Apparently Older is fearful 
that some other judge will sus­ 
pend the sentence or some­ 
thing. ...A five day sentence 
should be no big deal either to 
me or Judge Older." 


Farr spent 41 days behind 
bars before he was released on 
appeal and the case went to the 
state and U.S. Supreme Courts.

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Discussion on parkways 
service delayed to Aug. 2 


The Board of Supervisors has 
put over to Aug. 2 further dis­ 
cussion tm a recommendation 
by the County Park Department 
for reduction of services in 
Santa Ynez Valley park and 
parkway facilities impacting on 
the county’s general fund. 
Park Director Michael H. 
Pahos has recommended the 
transfer of maintenance of the 
Buellton Parkw ay to the 
Buellton Community Services 
District. The Park Commission 
earlier had been informed that 
it was taking many hours of 
maintenance work to clear 
debris left on the strip by 
tourists and other visitors stop­ 
ping off in Buellton. 


Pahos also recommended the 
transfer in fee of all county in­ 
terest in Solvang Park to the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District. This followed ad­ 
vice given the park commis­ 
sion that the small Solvang 
Park also represented a clean­ 
up problem regularly due to in­ 
flux of tourists and others. 


Buellton Parkway is owned 
by the county as a portion of the 
Ayenue of the Flags, a county 


road. The Parkw ay w hile 
benefiting the Buellton down­ 
town area “ has little regional 
benefit as a county park,” 
Pahos rep o rted . Annual 
maintenance cost to the county 
is estimated at about $10,200, 
which is considered high ami is 
due to the fact the areas are 
planted with grass. 
Replanting of the parkways 
with low maintenance plants 
was suggested if the services 
district did not wish to assume 
responsibility. 
County Counsel George 
Kading has informed the Park 
Department that the services 
district is empowered through 
its charter to accept the respon­ 
sibility of maintaining such a 
parkway, if it is serving a 
recreational use. 
As for the Solvang Park, it 
consists of about one-half acre 
of park land, is located in the 
middle of the Solvang Business 
district, and is owned in fee by 
the county. 
Pahos said that although the 
park is utilized largely by 
tourists who visit the Danish- 
American community, “ its size 
and location clearly relegate it 


to the status of a municipal 
park. 
He pointed out there exists at 
this time no special tax district 
in Solvang designed specifically 
to fund open spaces, ami county 
general fund money was needed 
to finance its maintenance. 
■ Annual county maintenance 
cost was estimated at $8,200 in­ 
cluding salaries, services and 
supplies. 
Supervisors were informed in 
the report the Solvang Park "is 
used extensively by local resi­ 
dents fomnrt shows, bake sales, 
benefit luncheons, and concerts 
... if the Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District does not

Sewage system fate up 
to state, federal agencies 


A continued public hearing on 
a Santa Ynez Community Ser­ 
vices District environmental 
impact report on a proposed 
sewage system was concluded 
in comparatively rapid fashion 
Thursday night. 
The fate of the project rests 
with state and federal agencies. 
At the conclusion of the 1 Mr- 
hour hearing punctuated by te­ 
stimony from many residents, 
both in favor and opposing the 
proposal. SYCSD attorney 
Peggy McElligott said the com­ 
pleted draft now will be con­ 
sidered by both the California 
Water Resources Control Board 
and the Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency. 
The E IR listed two alter­ 


natives for the treatment of 
wastewater. One (regional 
system) would convey sewage 
from Santa Ynez to the Solvang 
M u n icip al 
Im provem ent 
District plant via a pipeline and 
river crossing; the other (local 
system) would entail Santa 
Ynez building its own plant 
along the Santa Ynez River. 
Engineers representing the 
two districts presented a sum­ 
mary of cost effectiveness 
analysis which revealed figures 
different from those in the E IR . 
The cost of the regional 
system was reduced from $4.5 
million to $3.8 million, a cut of 
$704.000, and the local system 
cost was $4.3 million, a jump of 
$2.5 million over the original 


figure. 
The engineers, Lynn Hartford 
of Brown and C ald w ell, 
representing SMID. and Bob 
Flowers of U.S. Grant and Son, 
representing SYCSD, noted that 
the cost analyses were based on 
two assumptions. 


One is that the state w ill deed 
the river crossing in the SMID 
plan as 100 per cent grant- 
eligible and the other is that 
$225.000 in general obligation 
bond funds w ill have to be 
raised in Santa Ynez. 


McEUigott noted that the ap­ 
peal filed by the Santa Ynez 
District on the eligtbility of the 
river crossing would be heard 
in Sacramento on August 20.

Dentists hit with high malpractice bills 
strikes 
ease

Wildcat strikes eased at 
Westinghouse Electric but 
walkouts by medical and non- 
medical personnel crippled 
hospitals in New York. Seattle 
and Cincinnati and threatened 
to spread to Memphis hospitals 
today 
The Washington State Nurses 
Association, on strike against 
IS Seattle hospitals, said Thurs­ 
day the hospitals should shut 
down because of declining 
patient care. 
David Roach, executive 
director of the Seattle Area 
Hospital Council, insisted 
quality of care is being main­ 
tained despite the walkout by 
1.800 nurses. 
Some 44,000 striking New 
York hospital workers cut back 
emergency services at 57 
strikebound hospitals and nurs­ 
ing homes to press for a settle­ 
ment of their two-week 
walkout. 
A hospital spokesman said 
union members who had been 
providing inhalation therapy < 
and blood typing at the Jewish 
Hospital and Medical Center 
had stopped doing so.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
California dentists were hit by 
dramatic malpractice in­ 
surance premium increases 
this month and dental associa­ 
tion officials fear it could be the 
beginning of another profes­ 
sional insurance crisis. 
Dr. Kenneth Fat, chairman of 
the California Dental Associa­ 
tion's council on insurance, said 
many dentists received annual 
insurance premium bills which 
were 112 per cent higher than in 
1875. 
"We are just seeing the start 
of this now." said Fat. "There 
have been two years of signifi­ 
cant insurance increases — 
each over 100 per cent." 
While the premiums in­ 
creased. so did the amount of 
malpractice court awards 
against dentists. 
Board of Dental Examiners 
figures showed that during 1975 
court awards exceeded the 31 
million mark, more than two­ 
fold what they were in 1974. 
Board figures showed that 
patients were awarded about 
31.068.000 in 1975. compared to 


3330.000 in 1974. The figure in 
1973 was about the same, but 
two years earlier in 1971, it was 
only 3191.000. 
The total% exclude awards of 
less than 33.000. which are not 
reported to the board. 
"Dentistry is getting better," 
Fat explained. "But people ex­ 
pect a lot more and if they don’t 
get it they want compen­ 
sation." 
California's 17,707 dentists, 
accustomed to 3200-to-3400 an­ 
nual premiums four years ago. 
now face* skyrocketing rates, 
with some dentists paying close 
to 31 700 a year. 
TTiere is a marked contrast 
between dentists insurance 
rates and the much larger 
premiums of doctors, some of 
whom pay as much as 335,000 
per year. Doctors have staged 
strikes to protest the soaring in­ 
surance costs. 
A spokesman for the state In­ 
surance Department said some 
of the medical malpractice 
awareness that was raised dur­ 
ing the physicians' insurance 
crisis is now shifting to the field 


of dentistry. 
Dental Board records showed 
that dentists are being sued for 
a variety of reasons. For ex­ 
ample: 
— A patient collected 310.000 
when his dentist extracted the 
first four bicuspids rather than 
the second four bicuspids. 
— Another patient was 
awarded 311.000 because she 
suffered a continued "tingling" 
sensation in her lip and gum 
following the extraction of 
teeth 
— Another dentist was sued 
for 37.536 when his patient in­ 
haled some mercury alloy used 
for filing teeth and it lodged in 
the person’s lung. 
— Another patient was 
awarded 312,000 when four 
bridges had to be completely 
redone. 
Many of the suits resulted 
from unsatisfied patients or 
allegations that dentists failed 
to properly diagnose and treat 
gums whih resulted in the loss 
of teeth. 
Fat said, for example, in 1969 
there were 500 claims against 


dentists and in 1974 that figure 
had increased to 1,400. 
Class I dentists, those who do 
not use general anesthesia, now 
are paying about 3800 annually 


for malpractice insurance. Fat 
said Class II. those who use 
anesthesia, are paying 31.600 
and upward. 
He S|id the soaring rates 


would cause older dentists to 
retire earlier and make it 
tougher for young dentists, who 
have to borrow 340.000 or more 
for equipment, to get a start. 


Explosives stolen from highway bunker

7 and a soft landing on the red 
planet Sept. 4. 
Viking 2. which will perform 
many of the same investiga­ 


tions as Viking 1, was snapping 
pictures of Mars from its ap­ 
proach trajectory along with 
photos of background stars for 
navigation. 
A Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
spokesman said the navigation­ 
al photos are needed so scien­ 
tists can locate the space-

Saturday, Viking 1 will take 
more pictures of its own 
landing site on the western sl­ 
opes of the great Chryse basin 
between two ancient river 
systems. 
Photos recently released by 
Viking project scientists 
showed deep channels on Mars, 
apparently made by massive 
water flows probably millions 
of years ago. 
One picture, taken from 
about 11 miles up while Viking 1 
was in a distant part of its ellip­ 
tical orbit, showed a curvature 
of the planet over the Argyre 
Plains and a thin layer of haze 
near the surface, believed 
made of water crystals, and a 
band of haze about 15 miles 
over the surface, believed made 
of carbon dioxide crystals, or 
dry ice. 
Viking l ’s lander will undergo 
a five-hour checkout beginning 
late Sunday in preparation of its 
separation from the orbiter and 
landing about S: 12 a.m. EDT 
Tuesday. 
Both spacecraft were operat­ 
ing flawlessly, project leaders 
said. 


Queen readies

B ru n sw ick 
communities today before fly­ 
ing to Montreal to inaugurate 
the Olympic Games Saturday 
In the last public address of 
her four-day maritime tour, the 
Queen touched briefly on the 
bilingualism controversy, 
which has troubled Canada for 
more than a decade, and which 
has gained new momentum 
recently 
She told a state dinner at the 
University of New Brunswick 
the value of bilingualism and 
biculturism should not be un­ 
derestimated. 
“You have been given the 
great opportunity to prove this 
value to the entire world,” 
Elizabeth said 
Canada, which has espoused a 
policy of bilingualism, recently 
underwent a national air con­ 
trollers strike against the prin­ 
ciple The strike prompted the 
resurfacing of resentment in 
parts of the country to trends 
toward making the country 
viable in two languages. French 
and English, rath er than 
English alone. 
“To a great degree (New 
Brunswick) was formed by the 
American War of Independen­ 
ce.” she said. 
“ Loyalists came here 
because they did not wish to be 
separated from Britain and 
were in conflict with those who 
did ..” 


SAN RAFAEL. Calif. (UPI) 
— A jury of seven women and 
five men deliberated today on 
the fate of six San Quentin 
prisoners accused of murder in 
a bloody rebellion nearly five 
years ago that left three guards 
and three inmates dead. 
The 16-month case — Califor­ 
nia’s longest criminal trial in 
history — went to the jury 
Thursday after Marin Deputy 
D istric t A ttorney J e rry 
Herman ended just over a week 
of final prosecution arguments. 


“I don’t have any big appeal 
to emotions,” Herman told the 
jury, which must dissect 22,000 
pages of transcript recorded 
over the course of the trial. 
“You’ve heard both sides. I 
know you will find the truth.” 
The six defendants — Johnny 
Larry Spain, Hugo Pinell, 
Fleeta Drumgo, Luis Talaman- 
tez. Willie Tate and David 
Johnson — are charged with 
murder, assault and conspiracy 
in connection with the Aug. 21, 
1971 rebellion in the prison’s 


maximum security section. 
A brief half-hour of violence 
that day ended in (he deaths of 
three guards — Jere Graham, 
Frank P. DeLeon and Paul A. 
Krasenes — and three inmates 
— John T. Lynn, Ronald L. 
Kane and radical author 
George Jackson. 
The prosecution produced 34 
witnesses to back up its conten­ 
tion that the six defendants con­ 
spired with Jackson in an es­ 
cape plot. Jackson concealed a 
smuggled handgun under his 


Afro wig, the prosecution said, 
and used it to force guards to 
open the cell doors of his fellow 
cohspirators. 
The defense argument, aided 
by testimony from 49 witnes­ 
ses, contended that prison 
guards and several law enforce­ 
ment agencies smuggled the 
gun to Jackson in an attempt to 
set up the popular prisoner for 
assassination. 
Jackson was fatally wounded 
by guards as he sprinted toward 
a 25-foot prison wall outside San 


Quentin’s adjustment center 
during the uprising. 
Attorneys said they could not 
predict how long the jury would 
take to reach a verdict. The 
jury has been sequestered in a 
nearby motel, where two 
truckloads of luggage were un­ 
loaded Thursday in prepara­ 
tion for the duration of 
deliberations. 
Superior Court Henry J. 
Broderick gave the jury nearly 
three hours of instructions in 
the complex case.

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U.S. forgets threat 


Jumpers are thinkers, 
vaulters are crazies

(NEA) — Dwight Stones is a tall, 
taut young man who has been obses­ 
sed since he was 9 years old with the 
challenge of leaping over a cross 
bar. shunning any artificial aid, 
such as a pole. 
Since Dwight is now 22, that has 
occupied the better part of his life, 
and his dedication has made him the 
best high jumper in the history of 
the world. At least, his recent 
record-setting leap of 7 feet 7 inches 
merits that status. 
Among high jumpers, he is also 
the work! record-setter for talking. 
This has led to a label of controver­ 
sial. which Dwight resents. 
‘‘That’s the word they keep giving 
me.” he says. “I don’t think it’s 
true. I have opinions about things 
and nobody else has the guts to say 
the things I have to say.” 
The things he has to say have 
brought him before the AAU on 
charges that he violated his amateur 
standing. The charges were dismis­ 
sed, and Dwight keeps on wearing 
his Pumas or whatever — and talk­ 
ing. He is America’s great hope in 
the forthcoming Olympic Games for 
a gold medal 
‘‘If I wasn’t controversial,” con­ 
cedes Dwight, “and some kind of 
personality, I wouldn’t get the 
chance to come to Las Vegas and 
participate in celebrity things like 
the Dewar’s Tennis sinviUtional 
And I wouldn’t have a new adjec- 
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high jumping genre. 
“Your basic high jumper,” he 
says, “ is very philosophical and 
uses everthing as a test to see how 
strong his psyche is.’’ With Dwight, 
it started at Monte Vista elemen­ 
tary school in southern California. 
“I felt I was the best athlete in the 
school,” he recalls, “and I wasn’t 
appreciated as the best athlete. 
Everybody would keep the ball away 
from me 
High jum ping was 
something I didn’t need anybody 
else to do. I was totally dependent 
on myself.” 
Why then, since he has grown up 
to a limber 6-5, didn’t he try some 
other individual exercise, such as 
pole vaulting? 
“I don’t ride a roller coaster 
either.” he answers blithely. “ Pole 
vaulters will do anything. Guys like 
S teve Sm ith a re very w ell 
categorised 
as being crazy, even 
though be has acrophobia, which is 
strange ” 
Dwight has these kinds of psy­ 
chical analyses for all categories of 
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track and field performers. 
Start with your basic sprinter: 
“He has a high, high metabolism. 
He can bum up millions of calories 
just sitting down. Unfortunately, too 
many of them are very, very dumb 
and just know how to get from Point 
A to Point B as fast as they can. 
Guys like Steve Williams are far 
more intelligent, but they’re alwa 
going so fast. Their speaking 
quick; their hand movements are 
quick. They’ve got mostly fast 
twitch muscles.” 
Distance runners; 
“A long distance runner is going 
out and putting in 120 miles a day no 
matter what. One of the legs gets 
cut off. he’s still going to put in 120 
miles. Long distance runners just 
beat themselves into the ground. 
Frank Shorter, I don’t know how he 
does it and stays sane.

Weight men: “They’re all obses­ 
sed with weight lifting and getting 
stronger. They’re very self-centered 
on the body. Unfortunately, too few 
are technique-oriented That’s why 
we have only one hammer thrower 
who’s reached the Olympic standard 
this year.” 
Long and triple jumpers: 
“Long jumpers are a combination 
of sprinters ami high jumpers. Tri­ 
ple jumpers are more light weight 
men than long jumpers because 
they’re so into technique since the 
event is so complex.” 
And D w ight S to n es, the 
philosophical high jumper who skips 
in and out of school, from UCLA to 
Long Beach State (where he’s now a 
junior), has found out why he goes 
through the gut-and-mind-straining 
process of being a world class 
amateur athelete whose career can 
go down the drain in one afternoon if 
a bee happens to sting him: 
“There’s a certain amount of 
prestige and self-pride that goes 
along with being the best in history 
and being the best in the world for a 
few years It’s a nice feeling, I 
enjoy it ” 
It also gives him something to talk 
about. 


MONTREAL (UPI) - To no one’s sur­ 
prise, the United States has kissed and 
made up with Canada and will be a 
featured attraction in the festive opening 
day ceremonies when the political Olym­ 
pics finally gets underway on Saturday. 
Buried in the crush of peaceful har­ 
mony that suddenly exists between the 
North American neighbors is the corpse 
of Taiwan, still the odd country out 
despite the strong vocal support of the 
U.S., which just a day ago threatened to 
walk out of the games if its Chinese ally 
wasn’t appeased. 
The U.S. had its conscience cleared 
Thursday night when Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau softened his 
position for the first time in the 
weeklong controversy by agreeing to 
allow Taiwan to use its anthem and flag. 


But,he continued in his statement from 
Ottawa, “They can’t call themselves 
China.” The government of Taiwan in­ 
sists it must be entered as the Republic 
of China, since that is how it is 
recognized by the International Olympic 
Committee. 
Soon after Trudeau’s concession, 
Philip O. Krumm, President of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee, said the 534- 
member American team will compete 
“in the interests of preserving the Olym­ 
pic movement for the athletes, who have 
dedicated themselves to realizing the 
pinnacle of the most renowned amateur 
event in the world.” 
The IOC will circumvent its own 
restriction against the presence of 
“Taiwan” by voting on a rules change 


that will remove the Republic of China 
as a member and replace it with Taiwan 
for these games. The Executive Board 
approved this revision Thursday and the 
full membership was to vote on it today. 
There was no immediate word from 
Taiwan on how it would react to this 
latest development, but IOC President 
Lord Killanin admitted, “The first reac­ 
tions were a very definite no.” 
“There are still some negotiations go­ 
ing on with Taiwan,” he continued, ad­ 
ding, “We have done everything we can 
to uphold our principles.” 
Henry Hsu, the Taiwan member of the 
IOC, said in disapointment, “It is not up 
to the IOC to tell us what name we should 
uae.” 
While the Taiwan situation could be 
settled today, another political shadow 
could be cast by the African nations. 
Early this morning, they presented a tet­ 
ter to Killanin calling for the ouster of 
New Zealand “for acts of inhumanity 
against Africans in South Africa.” 
The statement continued, “Should the 
IOC fail to heed this humanitarian call, 
the respective national Olympic commit­ 
tees of Africa reserve the right to recon­ 
sider the participation in the games of 
the 21st Olympiad. ” 
It was signed by representatives of 
Chad, Ghana, Kenya, Upper Volta, the 
Ivory Coast, Nigeria, Togo, Mali, 
Cameroon, Morocco, Senegal, Niger, 
Zambia, the Congo Republic, Ethiopia 
and Uganda. Tanzania and Mauritius 
already have withdrawn in protest of 
New Zealand’s sporting ties with South 
Africa.

Santa Maria on the basis that 
the north county needs 
representation on the coastal 
commission. 
Without much notice and 
very little agenda, this move 
was attempted several weeks 
ago in Solvang. Mayor Stevens 
recognized, and rightfully so, 
that their action at the 
meeting bordered on being il­ 
legal and consequently voted 
negatively. Mayor Shiftman of 
Santa Barbara was not present 
but later joined Mayor Stevens 
in questioning the vote of the 
other three mayors. The 
County Counsel ruled that the 
action was indeed illegal. 
It now appears that the 


three mayors, in retribution, 
want Mayor Stevens and 
Mayor Shiftman punished for 
questioning the legality of the 
vote. They want them booted 
from the Local Agency For­ 
mation Commission. 


Mayor Stevens* position was 
positively correct. He voted 
against the ouster of the Car­ 
pinteria representative mere­ 
ly on the procedural issue 
which was an illegal 
procedure. 


To be the target of the wrath 
of the three other mayors for 
opposition to an action that 
was illegal is wrong and 
despicable.

In March, the Reagan people asked to 
buy a half hour’s prijne time and the 
networks said No. That struck the 
Reagan people as unreasonable — he 
had, after all, established that he was a 
serious contender for the presidency; in 
due course, NBC relented. 
Reagan went on to prove that he is the 
m ost 
serio u s 
challenger of an in­ 
cumbent president in 
this century. He has 
outpolled a sitting 
President, and at this 
writing is only 
37 
delegates behind him. 
Indeed, if President 
Ford had not appeared 
over the weekend 
cradled in the arms of 
the Statue of Liberty, 
with Roman candles 
spouting from both 
hands, the general 
Republican sentiment 
moved decisively to Reagan. 
In any event, once again Reagan ap­ 
proached the networks and asked to buy 
a half hour. He went first to CBS, that be­ 
ing the largest network, and got from 
CBS a flat No. 
The implications of that decision 
should, really, be considered. The discus­ 
sion is endless on the matter of the 
responsibility of networks and broad­ 
casters, and the regulations of the FCC, 
acting on legislative mandate, and con­ 
firmed (unanimously) by the Supreme 
Court, call for making room for matters 
of urgent national business. I should like 
to know what half hour devoted to the 
political business of the nation could bet­ 
ter serve the public interest than the op­ 
portunity to listen to the case of the con­ 
tender who has already defied American 
habit by bringing an incumbent president 
in his own party to his knees? 
One cannot hold Eric Sevareid respon­ 
sible for the decision indeed, I have no 
doubt that if Mr. Sevareid were in com­ 
mand. he’d have instructed the network 
to release the time). But Mr. Sevareid’s 
voice is, in a way, the public voice of 
CBS: the strict, moralistic, duty- 
oriented image. That his own network 
should refuse Reagan, under these cir­ 
cumstances, one half hour will en­ 
courage smirks when time comes for the 
daily homily from CBS about good 
citizenship. 
Inevitably the question arises: Would 
CBS have given over the time to 
someone else, in other circumstances? 
As a rule, the networks haven’t sold time 
to primary candidates. But what is a 
“rule” in the circumstances? Obviously 
if Harold Stassen were to present 
himself with eighty thousand dollars, 
CBS would suggest he give It, and 
himself, to the Red Cross. But some 
primaries are of national importance. 
Thus the critical debate between 
Humphrey and McGovern on the eve of 
the California primary was broadcast as 
a public event, at no cost to the can­ 
didates.

And, a few weeks ago, NBC sold a half 
hour to Governor Jerry Brown of Califor­ 
nia — after he had pulled out of the race. 
The governor obviously had money left 
over and, like a true son of Keynes, 
resolved to spend it for the multiplier ef­ 
fect. 
Inevitably, as I say, distrust is 
aroused. Is it because Reagan is the un­ 
fashionable candidate, scorned in the 
bunker of Eastern Seaboard liberalism? 
(James Reston fever, as of this morn­ 
ing, is running -high. About Reagan he 
says he will say nothing, "out of respect 
for the laws of libel’’). A simpler way to

put it is: Could you imagine CBS having 
said No if the candidate requesting the 
time had been Eugene McCarthy, on the 
eve of the Chicago Convention? 


I confess to having set up an ambush. 
Because, in 1968, CBS did sell time for a 
program by McCarthy. And in 1964, it 
sold time to William Scranton, the 
liberal alternative to Barry Goldwater, 
when he was situated to come in to the 
Convention with less than a third of the 
votes Reagan has. Let's leave it that 
ABC, like NBC, last March, behaved 
responsibly. 


Saving water 


Getting our monthly city utility Mil is a 
very unpleasant experience. We shudder 
at the growth of the Mfuel cost 
adjustment" and the water, trash 
pickup, sewer and electrical charges. We 
haven’t done any research, but suspect 
that our last month's MU amounted to 
about three monthly MUs ten years ago. 
What can one do 
about it? 
Well, we ran into a 
checklist put out by 
P a cific Gas and 
Electric Company as 
concerns conservation 
of water and we intend 
to follow their direc­ 
tions carefully and see 
whether or not we can 
affect some savings. 
To save water at 
home, here are some 
basic suggestions: 
1. Toilets send about seven gallons of 
water into the sewer each time they are 
flushed. They shouldn't be used a trash 
cans, to flush away tissues, cigarette 
butts, deed spiders and other things that 
ought to go into a waste basket or gar­ 
bage can. 
2. Most toilets work just as weU using 
less water per flush. Put a water-filled 
plastic bottle in the tank to displace 
some of the water. (Keep the bottle 
away from the flushing mechanism, to 
avoid trouble). 
* 
3. Showers, if kept brief, use less water 
than tub baths, especially if a low-flow 
shower head is installed. 
4. When brushing teeth, don’t leave the 
water running 
5. Dishwashers use around 25 gallons 
per run. Use them only when a full load 
has accumulated 
6. Washing machines use even more 
water — 40 or more gallons per load. 
They, too, should be run only when full. 
7. Dripping faucets can easily waste 15 
to 20 gallons per day, or more. Usually a 
new washer is all that’s needed, general­ 
ly a do-it-yourself job. 
8. Cold water for drinking is best 
provided by a Jug kept in the 


refrigerator, not by running the tap (at 5 
gallons per minute). In the summer it 
seldom gets very cold anyway. 
9. 
Watering should be done in the cool 
of the day to minimize evaporation. Let 
water sink in slowly — lots of water ap­ 
plied fast mostly runs off into the gutter. 
And finally, if you want to be a real 
water saver, try this: 
Carefully turn off all water-using 
devices in your home. Then check the 
position of the water meter dial for 15 
minutes If it doesn’t move, you have no 
significant leaks. If it does move, start 
checking faucets, hose connections, the 
toilet and other possible trouble spots. 
And away we go.
